U.S. Policies 
Are Rapped 
By Students 


Some Defy Nation, 
Others Toke No Port 
In Demonstration 


NEW YORK (A P )—Fifty A m er­ 
ican students who defied a State 
D epartm ent ban o n trav el to Cuba 
returned by plane fro m 
Madrid 
Thursday 
night, 
many 
o f 
them 
still defiant o f U S. po licies. 
So m e o f the students staged a 
“ stand-in” at Idlewild Airpo rt to 
pro test 
a 
go v ernm ent 
anno unce 
ment that their passpo rts wo uld be 
inv alidated. 


The “ stand-in” ended two ho urs 
later when they were to ld their 
passpo rts wo uld 
no t be 
marked 
inv alid. 
Ho wev er, 
each 
student 
w as presented with a State D e­ 
partm ent letter no ting that his o r 
her passpo rt had been suspended 
because o f the trip to Cuba. 
“ We co nsider this ano ther v ic­ 
to ry ” , said Lee Lev i Laub o f New 
Yo rk, a fo rm er Co lumbia U niv er­ 
sity student. 


Ten o f the students w ere sub­ 
po enaed to appear Sept. 12 befo re

When the gro up left their plane, 
m o st o f them walked into the Cus­ 
to m s Building quietly .

A spo kesm an fo r the gro up said 
fiv e students decided no t to take 
part in the 
Idlewild dem o nstra 
tio n. The spo kesm an added that

Philip Luce o f New Yo rk City - 
co ntended that in go ing to Cuba 
the students had ex ercised their 
co nstitutio nal rights and had v io ­ 
lated no rules o r law s.

m agnificent ex perience to all.” 
The United States restricts tra­ 
v el to Cuba, with which it has no 
diplo m atic relatio ns.

Some Defy Nation, 
Others Toke No Port 
In Demonstration 


NEW YORK (A P)—Fifty Am er­ 
ican students who defied a State 
D epartm ent ban on travel to Cuba

dy to halt a threatened nation 
wide strike.

spokesman said 
the 
four panelists will meet Wednes 
day to discuss their choices for 
the three neutral arbitrators to 
complete the panel. 
Under term s of the new act 
the arbitration board will work 
out a binding solution to the use 
of firemen on diesel freight en 
gines and the issue of makeup of 
train crews. Other issues in the 
tangled dispute would be left to 
negotiation by the two sides.

Press photographer, went to the 
hospital, his old friends wanted 
to cheer him.

Kennedy

Presidents Eisenhower and Tru­ 
man. Kennedy also wrote a let­ 
ter. as did Vice President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson and scores of 
senators and representatives. 
At 47. Griffin is a legend, and 
as 
friendly, 
as 
unabashed, 
as 
noisy, 
as 
cheerfully democratic 
as a pack of Airedale puppies. 
The hundreds who know him, 
with his loud, husky voice and his 
loud braying laugh, were shocked 
at the diagnosis: Cancer of the 
throat. And there’s relief that al­ 
though his voice box has been re­ 
moved. he is getting along nice­ 
ly. 
‘‘I just wanted you to know,” 
Kennedy wTote, “That we will be 
thinking of you.” and at the bot­ 
tom he scrawled in his own hand. 
Best of Luck.” 
Offhand, Griff doesn't 
appear 
like the type the world's great 
cotton to. He got through a year 
of high school, but all that edu­ 
cation didn't corrupt the prim i­ 
tive man. His talk remained pun- 
ent. and on him, it sounded na­ 
tural.

Griff was trying to move a clock 
that messed up the shot. But it 
slipped, and down it went on Ei­ 
senhower's bald head. 
For once Griff was mortified. 
he fled—and returned only after 
Eisenhower, his wound swelling 
but not serious, insisted he come 
back. 
It’s also true he fell for Tru­ 
man. Griffin was on a press plane 
accompanying Truman to Kansas 
City. The ramp was pushed up 
to the door, and then unaccounta­ 
bly removed. Griff, always in a 
hurry, fell 12 feet to the concrete 
below. 
He fractured six ribs, one of 
which pierced a lung. 
Truman sent his own physician, 
Gen. Wallace Graham, along to 
make sure Griff got the best of 
care. 
Well, it seems strange to find 
noisy, brash Griff silenced, forced 
to learn to speak again and now 
reduced to tapping out 
replies 
over the phone, two taps for yes, 
one for no. 
But his friends, great and low­

TOKYO (AP)—There was death 
in Viet Nam’s jungles, political 
intrigue in Saigon. There was dis 
content in dusty Seoul: economic 
crisis and international wheeling 
and dealing in a host of other 
places. 
The 
fighting, 
squabbling 
and 
hunger were far from America’s 
shores but the United States was 
u 
to its neck in all of it. 
After 18 years of bloody, ex­ 
pensive American involvement in 
the Far East, there were as many 
crises as ever and the United 
States was receiving as many hot- 
potato questions as ever before. 
The 
American 
creed, 
spread 
with 
missionary-like 
zeal, 
was 
democracy, anti-communism and 
economic stability — hopefully all 
three at the same time. 
The 
cost of evangelism 
was 
high. 
In Viet Nam the cost stood at 
$1.5 million a day and 96 Ameri­ 
can lives so far. No end was in 
sight. 
It is almost impossible to cal­ 
culate the total cost of America’s 
attempt to guide the destinies of 
millions of the Far East since 
World War IL 
You could add the 96 Americans 
killed in Viet Nam to the 20,617 
who died in the 1950-53 Korean 
War. But that overlooks those who 
died unsung—Special Forces men 
lost in combat in places like Laos 
and pilots who disappeared in the 
Japan Sea on training flights. 
Accountants of the Agency for 
International 
Development 
are 
more specific in adding up the 
dollar cost: $13.7 billion for eco­ 
nomic aid and $8.1 billion for mil­ 
itary aid in the Far East from 
July I, 1945 to June 30, 1962. 
Surveying the results, an AID 
man in Tokyo said: “It’s a dis­ 
couraging business we’re in.” 
There was no mistaking that 
the “discouraging business” was 
America’s baby. Asia’s resurgent 
power, Japan, wanted to avoid en 
tanglement and continue making 
money. The 
French were long 
gone from Viet Nam, the Dutch 
a memory in Indonesia, the Brit­ 
ish almost impotent in areas they 
once ruled with dash and vigor. 
All were onlookers and their at­ 
titude may have been summed up 
in Tokyo by a French newspaper­ 
man who whirled on his Ameri 
can listeners 
and heatedly de­ 
clared: 
“You wanted to replace us 
Indochina and you did. Well, let’s 
see you do better.” 
One thing seemed clear:

for 
America’s 
involvement, 
the

When the tip of the finger is 
stru ck with a need le, and the p at­ 
ient’s bright red blood is su cked 
into a thin tu be or p ip ette, it is 
immed iately sent to the laboratory 
for stu d y . 


Many tests are m ad e on this 
samp le of blood , one of the most 
imp ortant of which is tile ex act 
cou nt of the nu mber of white cor­ 
p u scles that it contains. This white 
cell cou nt, which is mad e u nd er 
the microscop e, often ind icates the 
natu re and the sev erity af tile p a­ 
tient’s infection. 
Some d iseases hav e been id en­ 
tified by abnormal changes not 
only in the nu mber of white blood 
cells, bu t in their characteristic 
formation. The white blood cell 
cou nt is often an ex tremely help ­ 
fu l contribu tion to a correct clini­ 
cal d iagnosis. 
White blood cells are known to 
be mobilized in the blood stream as 
a front line arm y to fight infec­ 
tion. When, for ex amp le, an in 
fection starts on the hand , the bod y 
gets the p rop er signals that an in 
v ad ing bacterial enemy mu st be 
cou nterattacked immed iately . 
Soon red ness and swelling begin 
to ap p ear arou nd the site of inv as­ 
ion. This is a beginning sign of 
the d efense mechanism at work 
The white blood cells hav e been 
called to action and hav e been rap 
id ly sent to take their d efend ing 
p ositions. 
In the meanwhile, behind the lin­ 
es, the b o d y is setting u p ad d i­ 
tional barriers against sp read ing 
of the infection. 
After 24 to 48 hou rs, the red ness 
in the infected area begins to be 
come more concentrated , tile swell­ 
ing a little more marked , and rn 
the center a tiny white sp ot be­ 
gins to ap p ear. Now the abscess is 
said to be “ coming to a head ” . 
When it d oes, the abscess op ens, 
p u s p ou rs ou t, and the red ness and 


swelling begin to su bsid e slowly 
The p u s actu ally is comp osed most­ 
ly of d ead w'hiite blood cells that 
hav e giv en their all as d efend ers 
of the bod y against infection. 
For 
y ears, ou r gratitu d e has 
been bou nd less for the p rotection 
that these white blood cells hav e 
giv en ou r bod ies d u ring time of 
infection. 


Now, 
to 
d isru p t this harmony , 
comes a rep ort from scientists at 
Boston Univ ersity who believ e that 
there may actu ally be some few- 
su bv ersiv e members of the coor­ 
d inated team of white blood cells. 
They hav e d iscov ered that some 
of these white 
cells 
hav e 
been 
working 
in 
u nd ercov er 
cahoots 
W'itli one or two enemy v iru ses 
In some sly fashion, these white 
cell traitors hav e actu ally been 
help ing these v iru ses to flou rish 
and mu ltip ly . 
It is to be hop ed that fu rther 
stu d y will p rov e that these alle­ 
gations d o not ju stify a loss of 
faith in any m em ber of ou r known 
ally , the white corp u scle corp s 
Perhap s it may be shown that 
the q u estionable few are actu ally 
working as 
cou nter-a gents 
and . 
like m o s t members pl the gen 
oral white blood coll sy stem, are 
faithfu lly p rotecting 
their 
host. 
the hu man bod y . 
Glass 
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Creativ e id eas come few and far 
between. May be Bernard L. Lamb 
a nonp rofessional stu d ent of in 
ternationar monetary affairs from 
Ho llo Ku s, New Jersey , has one. 
Like other Americans, Mr. Lamb 
is concerned abou t the behav ior of 
Kenned y ’s ad v isers — the “ Rov er 
Boy s from Cam brid ge” , as he calls 
them — when it 
c o m e s to p re­ 
scribing a p olicy for 
halting the 
d rain of U. S. 
gold into foreign 
hand s. In the firs* 
q u a r t e r of 
19 6 3 the d eficit in ou r balance of 
p ay m ents was ru nning at the an­ 
nu al rate of $3.2 
b i l l i o n com­ 
p ared with ihe d eficit of $2,2 bil­ 
lion for the whole of 19 6 2. The sec­ 
ond q u a r t e r o1 the y ear threat­ 
ened , when the figu res were in, to 
p u sh the d e f i c i t to a rate of 
$3,5 
b i l l i o n. The fau lt was not 
d u e to ou r ex p orters, who took in a 
su rp lu s of $4.5 billion ov er the cost 
of imp orts for 19 6 2, and who a r e 
not d oing b a d l y this y ear. What 
p rod u ces the ad v erse balance of 
p a y m e n t s 
is 
a 
combination 
of s p e n d i n g foi 
military d e­ 
fense abroad and for foreign aid . 
p lu s inv estment iii wholly or p ar 
tially U.S.-owned foreign p lants. 
To Mr. Lamb, it s e e m s crazy 
that an ad v erse balance of inter­ 
national p ay ments shou ld bother 
a rich nation ’ike the 
U n i t e d 
States. After all. this cou ntry has 
lots of long-term d ebts that a r e 
owed to it. To begin, there is u p ­ 
ward s of $19 billion carried on the 
U.S. T reasu ry ’s hooks 
as 
World 
War I ind ebted ness. Finland has 
p aid u s on the World War I d ebt, 
bu t other cou ntries seem to hav e 
forgotten all abou t the financing of 
the first 
Armaged d on. 
The U S 
win p robably nev er see the money 
that ou r World War I Allies “ hir 
ed .” 


There are, howev er, long-term 
d ebts of some $13 billion that are 
owed to u s becau se of foreign-as- 
sistance 
p rogram s 
since 
World 
War IL A Morgan 
Gu aranty su r 
v ey breaks the ou tstand ing “ liv e” 
d ebt d own into $3 7 billion Tent by 
the Ex p ort - Imp ort Bank, $3,3 bil­ 
lion remaining from a sp ecial loan 
to the United Kingd om in 19 46 ; $3 
billion in other 
aid 
loans; 
$1.8 
bilfion 
for 
su rp lu s p rop erty 
and 
lend -lea.se settlements; $1.5 bUlion 
for sales of farm p rod u cts, p lu s in­ 
terest and commissions that are 
still d u e. 


What Mr. Lam b p rop oses Ls that 
we offer France, West Germany , 
Italy , Jap an, the Netherland s, and 
the U n i t e d Kingd om a ten p er­ 
cent d iscou nt for accelerated p ay 
ment of these loans in their own 
cu rrencies — francs, p ou nd s, lire, 
marks, y en, and so on. Then, q u ot­ 
ing Mr. Lamb, “ we shou ld organ­ 
ize an American Bankers consorti­ 
u m to d raw on these cu rrencies for 
trav elers’ checks a n d trav elers’ 
letters of cred it." American citi­ 
zens w o u l d p ay at home in d ol­ 
lars for their trav elers’ checks 
bu t when the checks were cashed 
in Eu rop e they wou ld be balanced 
off against the accelerated p ay ­ 
ment offerings in irancs, p ou nd s, 
etc., of the n a t i o n s that owe u s 
long-term money . 
Foreign trav el might be restrict­ 
ed in certain cou ntries to the u se of 
the foreign cu rrencies. The tou r 
ist m i g h t be allowed , in Mr 
L am b’s p lan, a d iscou nt on the u n 
d erstand ing 
that 
the 
“ blocked ” 
fu nd s w o u l d be u sed for trav el1 
ex p ense and for gifts p u rchased in 
foreign cou ntries. 
May be Mr. L am b’s id ea is not 
p racticable.

Now that the six-member Common Mar­ 
ket has slammed the door on d i s c u s- 
sions over its tariff boosts on American 
poultry perhaps Washington and U. S. in­ 
dustry can direct more attention to the cot­ 
ton crisis developing in Japan. 
For seven months. American - Japan­ 
ese negotiators have been squabbling over

fering from import competition. 
Japanese negotiators are exremely un­ 
happy over the proposals, which they call 
‘‘an act of perfidy*’ to a nation with close 
control over its exports. Most of the argu­ 
ment to date has centered on definitions 
of clothing and other textile products. 
At stake is more than the question of 
imported finished Japanese cotton goods. 


The Japanese are also the largest cotton 
fiber customer of the U.S., and t h e y 
threaten to buy cotton elsewhere. Cotton 
exports happen to be one of this country’s 
prime trade commodities. 
Lurking in the background of the dispute 
is the government's cotton subsidy, which 
results in higher prices for cotton fiber. 
Fiber costs are partly to blame for the tex­ 
tile industry’s inability to compete with 
Japanese manufacturers in a free market. 
There is an inconsistency in the United 
States arguing against protectionism by 
the Common Market and strengthening its 
own protective wall against Japanese tex­ 
tile manufacturers. But international trade 
a g re e m e n ts are brought about on a com­ 
promise give - and - take b a s i s instead 
of on a trade principle. 
In the case of the textile controversy, 
part of the give might have to be in the 
U. S. cotton subsidy. A loss of the Japan­ 
ese market for U. S. cotton could prove 
much more costly than the $50 m i l l i o n 
a year blow American poultry farmers re­ 
ceived.

NEW YORK (A P)—Compulsory 
arbitration of the rail labor dis­ 
pute adds still another challenge 
to a year of change in labor-man- 
agement issues and solutions. 
Sabbaticals for long-time em- 
time employes, bonuses as com­ 
pensation for automation, continu­ 
ous 
negotiations 
to 
minimize 
strike threats, 
stress 
on fringe 
benefits rather than pay boosts, 
charges of racial bias by some 
unions and lack of equal job op­ 
portunities, and an increased em ­ 
phasis on the public interest in 
labor disputes—all 
seem 
to 
be 
chiseling out a new’ look in labor- 
management relations. 
Congress has ordered compul­ 
sory arbitration for the first time 
in a peace year. It has put off­ 
al 
least for 
six 
months — the 
threat of a strike that would idle 
the nation’s railroads. 
The chief issue was over what 
management calls 
feather 
bed- 
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ding — union-protected jobs that 
the companies say are no longer 
needed. This issue is debated in 
a number of other industries. 
The issue is a variant of the 
chief concern in this year’s labor 
talks. The unions primarily are 
worried over job security — the 
loss of jobs to machines of new 
work techniques, or to the chang­ 
ing consumer demand to different 
products 
or 
services. 
Manage­ 
ment is equally concerned over 
cutting costs or getting into new 
lines that consumers now fancy. 
The 
steel 
industry 
furnished 
clues to the new trend in three 
ways this year. First, Kaiser Steel 
is 
paying 
bonuses 
to workers, 
their 
share 
of 
savings 
made 
through automation. Second, the 
industry adopted a long-vacation 
plan that gives workers with sen­ 
iority extended time-off every few 
years. 
And 
third, 
the industry 
licked the strike threat pressure 
on 
contract 
negotiations — this 
year at least—by setting up a con­ 
tinuously 
negotiating 
committee 
to tackle labor problems as they 
arise and hamm er out a contract 
ahead of a fixed deadline. 
The electrical industry also has 
had study committees at w o r k 
! well ahead of contract term ina­ 
tions. Now the talks are coming 
out into the open. Longer vaca 
tions and more retirem ent pay 
are among the proposals. 
Overtime and moonlighting also 
are coming to the front as issues 
because 
of this 
year’s 
special 
; conditions, chiefly the hard core 
1 of unemployment and the fear of 
many with jobs that 
they 
may 
lose them. 
Many industries prefer to pay 
overtime when orders 
call 
for 
i more output rather than hire new 
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workers and become involved in 
all the fringe benefits that are an 
increasing part of the job scene. 
And many employes, especially 
those subject 
to 
periodic 
work 
week shortening 
look 
for other 
jobs after work, or moonlighting. 
It’s all part of today’s labor pic­ 
ture. 
To this is now added the exam­ 
ple of government embarking on 
compulsory arbitration in the pub­ 
lic interest, and perhaps a trend 
toward a revamping of labor and 
management relations 
on 
many 
fronts.

When the tip of the finger is 
struck with a needle, and the pat­ 
ient’s bright red blood is sucked 
into a thin tube or pipette, it is 
immediately sent to the laboratory 
for study. 
Many tests are made on this 
sample of blood, one of the most 
important of which is the exact 
count of the number of white cor­ 
puscles that it contains. This white 
cell count, which is made under 
the microscope, often indicates the 
nature and the severity af the pa­ 
tient’s infection. 
Some diseases have been iden­ 
tified by abnormal changes not 
only in the number of white blood 
cells, but in their characteristic 
formation. The white blood cell 
count is often an extremely help­ 
ful contribution to a correct clini­ 
cal diagnosis. 
White blood cells are known to 
be mobilized in the blood stream as 
a front line arm y to fight infec­ 
tion. When, for example, an in 
fection starts on the hand, the body 
gets the proper .signals that an in 
vading bacterial enemy must be 
counterattacked immediately. 
Soon redness and swelling begin

swelling begin to subside slowly 
The pus actually is composed most 
ly of dead w’hiite blood cells that 
have given their all as defenders 
of the body against infection. 
For

comes a report from scientists at 
Boston University who believe that 
there may actually be some few 
subversive members of the coor­ 
dinated team of white blood cells.

$3.5 b i l l i o n . The fault was not 
due to our exporters, who took in a 
surplus of $4.5 billion over the cost 
of imports for 1962. and who a r e 
not doing b a d l y this year. What 
produces the adverse balance of 
p a y m e n t s is 
a combination 
of s p e n d i n g foi 
military de 
tense abroad and for foreign aid. 
plus investment iii wholly or par 
tially U.S.-owned foreign plants. 
To Mr. Lamb, it s e e m s crazy 
that an adverse balance of inter­ 
national payments should bother 
a rich nation 'ike the U n i t e d 
States. After all, this country has 
lots of long-term debts that a r e 
owed to it. To begin, there is up­ 
wards of $19 billion carried on the 
U.S. Treasury’s hooks as 
World 
War I indebtedness. Finland has 
paid us on the World War I debt, 
but other countries seem to have 
forgotten all about the financing of 
the first Armageddon. The US 
win probably never see tthe money 
that our World War I Allies “hir 
ed.” 
There are, however, long-term 
debts of some $13 billion that are 
owed to us because of foreign-as 
sistancc 
programs 
since 
World 
War II. A Morgan 
Guaranty stir 
vey breaks the outstanding “live” 
debt dow n into $3 7 billion Tent by 
the Export - Import Bank, $3.3 bil 
lion remaining from a special k>an 
to the United Kingdom in 1946; $3 
billion in other 
aid 
loans; 
$1.8 
burion 
for 
surplus property 
and 
lend-lease settlements; $1.5 billion 
for sales of farm products, plus in­ 
terest and commissions that are 
still due. 
What Mr. Lamb proposes is that 
we offer France, West Germany, 
Italy, Japan, the Netherlands, and 
the U n i t e d Kingdom a ten per­ 
cent discount for accelerated pay 
ment of these loans in their own 
currencies — francs, pounds, lire, 
m arks, yen, and so on. Then, quot 
ing Mr. Lamb, “we should organ 
ize an American Bankers consorti­ 
um to draw on these currencies for 
travelers’ cheeks a n d travelers’ 
letters of credit." American citi 
zens w o u l d pay at home in dol 
Tars for their travelers’ checks 
but when the checks were cashed 
in Europe they would be balanced 
off against the accelerated pay 
ment offerings in francs, pounds 
etc., of the n a t i o n s that owe us 
long-term money. 
Foreign travel might be restrict-1 
od in certain countries to the use of ’ 
the foreign currencies. Tile tour I 
ist m i g h t be allowed, in Mr 
Lam b’s plan, a discount on the un 
derstanding 
that 
the 
“ blocked” i 
funds w o u l d be used for travel 
expense and for gifts purchased in 
foreign countries. 
Maybe Mr. Lamb’s idea is not 
practicable. After all, nobody car. I 
be compelled legacy to pay off on 
a long-term debt u n l e s s it is so 
stipulated in the bond. And there 
might be interna1 
difficulties 
in 
kicking up the pounds and lire. But 
I rem em ber the time I was travel­ 
ing on a magazine expense account 
in E u r o p e in 1946. My home of­ 
fice told me to use all the francs 
n e e d e d - — after alf, it was only 
“ blocked” money. So I spent free­ 


ly, building up good will — and 
sources — for my boss. Maybe Mr 
Lamb has an idea that would im 
per lots of Americans to travel 
And m a y b e he has an idea that 
would be welcom* d by Germany. 
France, etc., as a way of reducing 
their longterm debt at favorable 
discount rates without putting up 
any gold. 
Mr. Lamb is an am ateur — and 
this columnist is an am ateur in 
passing the suggestion along.

Rigid censorship went into force 
as police and 
soldiers sm ashed 
their way into Viet N am ’s pago­ 
das eight days ago. 
Newsmen have been forced ei­ 
ther to fly out of Viet Nam to 
file copy in neighboring countries 
or to send it out with friendly 
travelers.
